The 
courthouse, he stated, “‘is a lia- 
bility instead of am asset as the 
salvage would not pay the cost 
of razing.”’ 

The prospective purchasers, 
deseribed by Mr. Adams as 
“financially responsible parties 
functioning through the Lin- 
eon Holding Corporation,”’ 
proposed to erect @ four or five- 
story building on. the E Street 
frontage, extending to a depth 
of 150 feet on Court St. 





Body Of Rancher Located

Fears that George H. Ale: 
prominent Afa Loma rancher, 
missing since last Thursday, had 
killed himself were confirmed late 
yesterday when a searching party 
found his body hanging to the 
limb of a tree in Deer canyon, 
six miles north of his ranch. 

Into the mountains that he had 
learned to love through close as- 
sociation over a period of many 
vears as % Forest Ranger, Mr. 
Alen went, and there entered th 
realm of immortality from which 
no man returns. Mr. Alen, ev1- 
dently fully realized ine handi:i: 
of a mental brenidown and 
preferre death with the unEnovn 
realms beyond the shores of this 
life to a condition here which 
appeared inevitable. 

Alen, who was recently released 
from a sanitarium, had apparent- 
ly hanged himself on the day that 
he disappeared. The body was 
removed to the Draper mortuary 
in Ontario, where an inquest will 
probably be conducted today. 

Picks Lonely Place to Die 

Alen picked a well secluded 
spot in which to take his own life 
Far up in tie canyon he had at 
tached a telephone wire to a 
limb of a tree on a eliff and, after 
tying his own noose, apparently 
leaped to his death. Scores of 
searchers had passed within 4 
comparatively few feet of his 


Two weeks ago at a meeting

The state’s rice crop this year is estimated 
at about 8,000,000 bushels, valued in the neigh- 
borhood of $7,000,000, and her cotton erop for 
1926 is estimated at about 120, 000 bales from a 
total of 157,000 acres. 

The remarkable significance of the figures 
for California’s rice crop may be understood 
from the official estimete of 6,000,000 bush- 
els for Texas, 8,000,000 for Arkansas and 15,- 
000,000 for Louisiana many years the chief rice 
producing state in the Union. 

It will be noted that the estimate of Califor- 
nia’s crop of rice this year is far beyond that for 
Texas and about equal to that of Arkansas.

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Pomona’s Latest Important 
Industry 


(Pomona Bulletin) 


The usual measure of the importance of a 
manufacturing industry to the community in 
which it is located is the size of the payroll, 
but this is by no means an absolute measure, 
for a little thought on the subject will reveal 
glaring exceptions to the general rule, and 
the California Fruit Wrapping Mills, begin- 
ning operations in Pomona, is one of these. 

The significance of the establishment of this 
paper manufacturing mill in the Pomona Val- 
ley becomes more apparent when you consider 
it im the light of being an element of the Val- 
ley’s leading industry—the growing and mar- 
keting of citrus fruits—and an economie factor 
touching every individual connected with the 
citrus industry. 

A sound economy is a sound understand- 
ing brought into action. It is calculation real- 
ized and the doctrine of proportion reduced to 
practice. Any economy, whether publie or 
private, means wise management of labor, 
mainly in three senses: Applying labor ration- 
ally, preserving its produce carefully and dis- 
tributing its producesreasonably. Any agency 
contributing directly to any of these is of 
significant importance. 

This is precisely how this paper manufac- 
turing plant fits into the citrus growing in- 
dustry. There are perhaps scores of paper 
mills in the country where fruit wrappers may 
be secured, but here enters that all-important 
factor of economy which may become of enor- 
mous significance in the marts where competi- 
tion rules and in the final analysis of profits. 

This mill of the California Fruit Wrapping 
Company wes established here for the express 
purpose of supplying fruit wrappers to the 
fruit growers of this valley, who take its en- 
tire output.- This places it outside the realm 
of the ordinary mill, and eliminates the other- 
wise necessary sales force, by: no means in- 
significant. 

Then again, 
the territory it serves so that its product 
all practical purposes delivered at the mill 
door, also an economie item of importance. 

Furthermore, it is no experiment in the field 
of manufacture for the men establishing the 
mill are thoroughly experienced in the trade, 
having, we may say, been brought up in the 
business, and that is one of the oldest and most 
highly developed fields of the paper-making 
industry—Sweden. The directing heads of 
the California Fruit Wrapping Mills are mem- 
bers of Fernstrom & Co., with interest in mills 
in Sweden and offices in other cities of the 
United States, so that our new manufacturing 
industry is not only well connected but the 
directing and administrative heads are men of 
substance and standing and highly desirable 
additions to the business and social life of Po- 
mona and the Pomona Valley.
